THE COMMISSION SPEAKS. 


IMPORTANT DECLARATIONS ON THE 
INTER-STATE LAW. 


The Board Will Consider Only Specific Com- 
plaints—A Word eof Warning to the 
Railroads Against Trifling with the 
Law—Long and Short Haul Suspen- 
sions Likely to Cease—Privileges to Re- 
ligious Teachers Authorized—Express 
Companies Within the Act. 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 18.—[Special.]— 

The important decision of the Inter-State 

Commerce Commission today should be read 

between the lines. It means, more than any- 

thing else, that the railroads have overdone 
the business of making the law unpopular, 
and that in the complaints ‘which have 
poured in and the gppeals for suspensions of 
the long and short hauls the Commissioners 
have been abie to see where artificial 
hardships have been created. Some idea has 
been gained of the extent of secret re- 
bates and drawbacks from the cry 
that has gone up from hitherto 
favored shippers, and the information thus 
gained is valuable. Talk has been heard to- 
day that within thirty days the exception 
granted the Southern roads from the long 
and short haul provision will, be set aside, 
and that no more exemptions will be made in 

the meantime. Then it is assumed that a 

fair opportunity will be afforded to judge of 

the law’s workings. It is further assumed 
that when this becomes thoroughly under- 
stood the railroads will adjust their rates in 
compliance with it instead of befuddiing 
shippers and misinterpreting the law as they 
have been doing for the last fortnight. 

The following embodies by far the most 
important action yet taken by the Inter-State 

Commerce Commission. The immediate mat- 


ters selected to which to append the opinions 
of the commission only affect the interests of

cover, in important respects, interpretations 
of the Inter-State Commerce law, and deter- 
minations respecting the extent of the powers 
with which the commission deems itself 
charged, which, as is proved by the immense 
correspondence of the commission, are of in- 
terest to almost every branclf of trade or 
— in beg land. dan titions y 
presen upon whic present de- 
cis.ons are based. They are: 
First The petition of the order of Railway 


Conductors. 
Second—The petition of the Traders’ and 


Travelers’ Union. 

The text of the decisions is as follows: 

It is obvious from the tenor of such applica- 
tions as these, which reach us by every mail, that 
the — — is generally prevalent that this 
com jon has power to construe, interpret, 
and apply the law by liminary ju ent. 
We are continually ap ed tofor decisions in 
advance as to whether common carriers, said to 
be willing to adopt certain methods of dealing 
with respect to the inter-State commerce, can do 
so without sub themselves to the penal- 
ties denoun by the statute for violat- 
ing its provisions. K careful reading 
of the “act to late commerce 
under which this comm nis organized will 
show to the petitioners and others who have 
made similar applications that no jurisaiction 
has been given us to answer questions like those 
under consideration. Nither the railway conduct- 
ors nor Traders’ and Travelers’ Union com- 

lain that any common carrier has violated the 
aw. On the contrary, they both aver that the 
railroad com do not now violate the law 
and do not wish to do so. The conductors say 
that they fear they will not receive passes as 
heretofore; and the traders and travelers say that 
they fear commercial travelers will not al- 


the registry a inde ity system, and r- 
stry an mn some pe

and if so whether it was or was not within the 
exceptions sta in Sec. 22. Complaints may 
also be presented if the charges made by the 
carriers are not considered reasonable and just. 
But until questions of this kind come before us 
in the way clearly indicated by the statute it 
would be worse than useless for us to express 
our opinions or give advice. 
Congress has not taken the management of the 
railroads out of the hands of the railroad compa- 
nies. It has simply established certain general 
principles under which inter-state commerce 
must be conduc 
It has enacted in Sec. 1 that all charges for 
inter-State transportation “shall be reasonable 
and just; has prohibited in Sec. 2 all manner 
of unjust discriminations; has forbidden in 
8allundue and unreasonable preferences and 
advantages; has required in the same section 
reasonable and ual facilities for the inter- 
0 of trale; and has prohibited 
in 5 the ling of freights. That 
in substance is the Inter-State Commerce law. 
There is nothing novel in these provisions. They 
simply back the business of the common 
carriers to the well-settled principles of the com- 
mon law. Yet no one can deny that there was 
urgent need of their statutory formulation. Al- 
difficulties in putting them in operation 
only disclose examples of the extent to which 
they have been violated in the t. These sec- 
tions of the act are expressed in plain words, A 
construction must be given to them in the 
first instance by the carriers and their patrons. 


THE LAW A FAIR ONE. 
One more suggestion may properly be added. 


It appears from the numerous petitions that. 
have been laid before us for preliminary advice, 


many of them obviously upon the suggestion if 
not by the procurement of the carriers them- 
selves, that common comments on the law, by 
the carriers and those who have heretofore en- 
joyed special favors at their hands, describe 
the system of penalties which the 
provides as extreme, and the risks im 
2 unintentional and unwitting violators 
of its provisions as enormous. Such comment 
seems to us neither fair nor just. Good faith 
exhibited in an honest effort to carry out the re- 
quirements of the law will involve reasonable 
and fair-minded officials in no danger of 
damages or . fines. The elasticity of 
the statute in their favor is 
noticeable. The unjust discrimination of Sec. 
2 must be in a like and contemporaneous serv- 
ice in the transportation of a like kind of traffic 
under substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions.” The preference or advantage of 
„ 8 must be “undue or unreasonable.” 
Throughout the act, as it now stands in con- 
fess experimental form, there is exhibited 
an obvious and a generous purpose to allow to 
the corporations ample scope in the conduct of 
their business as common carriers for the —

The annual report of tie Chicago, Burlmg- 
ton & Quincy Railroad Company ior 1886 has 
just been submitted to the stockholders. The 
financial exhibit has heretofore been pub- 
lished in Tun Trisune. Some additional 
valuable information is contained in the re- 


port, particularly in regard to the new con- 
struction during last year aud President 
Perkins’ comments on the Inter-State Com- 
merce law. During the year new roads and 
extensions have been built as follows: The 
Galesburg & Rio, from Galesburg northwest 
to Rio, 124¢ miles; a section of the main line 
of the Nebraska & Colorado, from Edgar 
west to Blue Hill, “29% miles; from Blue 
Hill west to Hoidrege, 50 miles; and from Rl- 
wood west to Curtis, 44 miles; a branch of 
the Nebraska & Colorado, from Strong north 
to Fairmont and from Geneva to Strong, 1544 
miles; from Strong south to Hebron, 17% 
miles, and from Edgar south to Superior, 26 
miles; asection of the main line of the 
Grand Island & Wyoming Central from 
Grand Island northwest to Anselmo, 101 
miles; a section of the main line of the Repub- 
lican Valley from Aurora southwest to Hast- 
ings, 27% miles; the Omaha & North Platte, 
from Omaha Stock-Yards southwest to Ash- 
land, 25 miles, and an extension of the same 
from Ashland northeast to Schuyler, about 
50 miles; a section of the main line of the 
Grand island & Wyoming from Anselmo 
northwest 100 miles; an extension of the 
main line of the Nebraska & Colorado fro 
Curtis west about 80 miles is in courseo 
construction. The actual length of the road 
in operation Dec. 31, 1886, was 4,036 miles, 
against 3,646 miles Dec. 31, 1885—an increase 
of 390 miles. 

In regard to the Inter-State Commerce law 
President Perkins makes the tollowing com- 
ment: 

The passage of the law raises for the time be- 
ing new questions in the management of trans- 
portation and trade, perhaps as difficult to deal 
with as would be the questions arising if Con- 
gress should pass a law to prohibit the exporta- 
tion of gold and silver, on the old theory of the 
balance of trade and that the precious metals 
alone constitute wealth. Great business inter- 
ests must be affected, and the result remains to 
be worked out. The railroads have, in effect, 
been convicted without a hearing, and wholly 
upon ex parte testimony. No single case of 
alleged misconduct has been investigated, 
but general statements, opinions, and impres- 
sions have been accep as conclusive. It 
is a fact worth noting, however, that some of the 
best reasons against the law as it was passed are 
to be found in the report of the Senate commit- 
tee having the subject in charge. Perbaps the 
most important provision of the law is contained 
in Sec. 5, which forbids what is known as pool- 
ing. The report of the committee, in sum 
up its conclusions on this question, reads as fol- 


lows: The majority of the committee are not 


to endanger the success of the methods 
of regulation ros agg for the prevention of un- 
ust discrimination by recommending the pro- 
bition of pooling, but preferto leave that sub- 
ject for investigation by a commission when the 
effects of the legislation herein suggested shall 
have been developed and made apparent. 
In the face of this recommendation 128 is 
prohibited, and it is left for the railro to 
cover, if they can, some other method for mam- 
taining reasonable rates on traffic for which sever- 
al ro are in active competition. Whether the 
effect of the law, disregarding as it does the mo- 
tives which induce men to invest their savings in 
railroad property, will be to limit rather than to 
promote the building of new roads is for the fut- 


ure to demonstrate. If new roads are discour- 


aged the law may prove to bea blessing in dis- 
guise to the old ones.

COL. MERRITT SUCCEEDS GEN. WILCOX. 

Col. Wesley Merritt of the Fifth Cavalry 
was today promoted to be Brigadier-General 
to succeed O. B. Wilcox; retired. The pro- 
motion has been looked upon as practically 
settled for nearly a year. Besides the West 
Point social influence Col. Merritt had other 
strong claims. Itis a trifie curious that the 
men who gave Merritt the closest race were, 
like himself, IIlinoisans. They were Cols. 
Carr, Grierson, and Carlin. 

Col. Merritt was born in New York in the year 

: uated at West Point in the class of 
1860, when he was commissioned brevet Second- 
Lieutenant of the dragoons. In 1862 he was com- 
missigned Captain in the Second United States 
Cavalry. After having served at Camp Floyd 
ana Utah he was mov to Washington, where 
he served during the winter of 1861-"62in the de- 
fense of the city. He was on the staffof Gen. 
Stoneman when he made the raid on Richmond 
in April, 1868. In Juneof the same year he was 
promoted to be a B r-General of Volun- 
teers. He fought at Gettysburg, where he 
commandea the reserve b of cavalry, 
and was brevetted Major for his bravery 
in that engagement. From 1863 to 184 he com- 
manded a division of cavalry in Central Virginia. 
In the Richmond camp of 1864 he commanded 
a brigade of cavalry under Gen. Sheridan and 
was brevetted Lieutenant-Colonel and subse- 
quently Colonel for distinguished services at that 
period. He fought under Sheridan in the Shen- 
andoah campai for which services he was bre- 
vetted Major-General of Volunteers. At the 
battles of Five Forksand other engagements, 
and at the surrender at Appomattox Court- 
House, he greatiy distinguished himseif 
and was promoted to be Major-Gen- 
eral, his commission dating from Five 
Forks. Gen. Merritt was commissioned 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the Ninth United States 
Cavalry July 28, 1866, about six months after be- 
ing mustered out of the volunteer service. Since 
then he has served in various parts of the coun- 
try, chiefly against the Indians. He was made 
Colonel of the Fifth United States Cavalry July 
1, 1876, and continued in active command of that 
distinguished regiment from October, 1876, to 
August, 1882. He was then — 7 Superin- 
tendent of the Mounted Recruiting Service, but 
the appointment was revoked he was made 
Superintendent of the West Point Military 
Academy.]

The Indian Agent at Crow Creek was in- 
structed when the reservation was closed to 
put the settlers off, and, if necessary, to call 
on the nearest military post for troops to en- 
force thé order. A great many of the settlers 
were frightened away by the Indian police, 
who ordered them off in a threatening man- 
ner, and burned many of their houses and 
other property which the Indians did not 
care to appropriate to theirown use. There 
were othérs who went right on with their 
work ot improving their claims, paying no 
attention to orders or threats of the Indian 
Agent or his Indian — and now 
have comtortable homes established. They 
are all hard-working, honest farmers. They 
feel that a t injustice is being done them 
and are determined not to be moved. A 
farmer from the Winne Reservation 
was seen this afternoon. He said that he, 
with others, had invested all they had in im- 
proving their ciaims and had got their spring 
crops all in, and they were going to stay 
there until they were Killed. The settlers 
are arming and are determined to give the 
soldiers a warm reception. It is hoped that 
Capt. Myers, by exercise of good sense and 
humanity, will prevent any bloodshed.

GREAT DECREASE IN SHIPMENT OF 
DEAD FREIGHT EASTWARD.

A Strike Averted at Detroit, but the Men

Southern Molders Qait Work. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 18.—[Special.]—The 
expected strike of stove molders took place to- 
day. This morning at the usual hour the handg 
employed at the various foundries showed up for 
work and went about their customary tasks. At 
7 o'clock the patterns from the boycotted St. 
Louis establishment were putin the shops, and 
the men having decided beforehand what course 
they would take quietly laid down their tools 
and filed out.

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


4 COMPLETE CHANGE IN THE METHOD 
OF SURVEYING LAKE HULLS. 


Dan McLeod Appointed Inland Lloyds Ves- 
sel Inspector for This District—Con- 
tested Insurance on the Propeller Buck- 
eye—Slight Decline in Grain Freights— 
Favorable Reports Concerning the Ice 
in the Straitse—Two New Steamers to 
Be Built—Vessel Movements. 

William W. Bates, the newly-appointed manq- 
ger of Inland Lloyds, is evidently determined to 
make some radical changes in the method of sur- 
veying and classifying lake hulls. Several de- 
cided reforms were instituted immediately after 
he assumed his official duties, but the most im- 
portant move was made when Mr. Bates 
arrived in Chicago yesterday and appointed Dan 
McLeod surveyor of hulle tor this district. This 
step has a far greater significance than the mere 
removal of Capt. Rounds and the ap- 
pointment of his successor. It means a com- 
plete revolution of hull surveys and classifica- 
tions. Ever since Inland Lloyds was founded the

surveys on them are decidedly of a superficial 
c r, and the fact that the sails and running 
gear of all vessels are stored away renders an in- 
spection of a vessel's outfit im idle, The in- 
Spectors go aboard, enter the hold when they 
can, bore into the timbers, and then go 
away, without knowing much of anything 
about the outfit or the condition of the bottom 
orthe exterior of the vessel below the water- 
line. Such superficial inspection has been most 
unsatisfactory to the underwriters. They are 
entirely dependent upon the classifications of In- 
land Lloyds for information concerning the sea- 
worthiness of lake hulls, and unless the classifi- 
cations are accurate and honest the underwriters 
are likely to suffer severe losses. Another ob- 
jection that has been raised to the present sys- 
tem of surveying hulls is that some of the sur- 
veyors have been inthe employ of insurance 
companies and have been allowedto receive 
commissions for solicit insurance from the 
owners of vessels that they survey and clas- 
sify. While charges of dishonesty have never 
been made inst any of the surveyors it is the 
general opinion of e underwriters that hull 
classifications should be made by disinterested 
rsons. Sharing this idea Manager Bates has 
ecided to remove all of the old surveyors and 
appoint men who are not only thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the construction and equipment 
of every class of lake vessel, but who can re- 
lied upon to furnish impartial reports of vessels 
they are called upon to survey. It is his inten- 
tion to do away with winter surveys and keep up 
a system of vessel inspection throughout the sea- 
son. Whenever a vessel enters the dry-dock it 
will be the duty of the local inspector to hold a 
survey and send his written report to the man- 
ager. Local inspectors will also be required to 
keep a strict surveillance over all vessels in their 
districts and report to the manager all cases of 
overloading. 


Marine and Fire Risks on Vessels. 

A lawsuit interesting to vessel-men and of 
great importance to marine underwriters is be- 
ing argued before E. B. Sherman, Master in 
Chancery. The case grows out of the wreck of 
the prop Buckeye. June 13, 1885, the Buckeye, 
whilg bound for Chicago with a cargo of cedar 


ties, struck a submerged rock near Manitoulin 


Island, Partof the crew started to obtain as- 
sistance, and soon after the propeller caught fire 
from some unknown cause and was burned to 
the water's edge. While the Buckeye was 
burn the stmr Tilley made an effort to 
save her, but was driven away by the flames. 
The Buckeye and her cargo became a total loss. 
The owners of the Buckeye held two classes of 
insurance policies. One covered marine risks in 
the sum of $15,000, and excepted loss by fire, 
while the other wasastraight fire risk in the 
sum of $12,000. The marine companies offered to 
pay $2,500, claiming that amount would have 
saved the Buckeye and repaired her if she had 
not caught fire. e fire companies refused to 
pay at all, claiming that the vessel was practi- 
y @ wreck when she caught fire, and that 
consequently the loss should be borne entirely by 
the companies that issued marine policies. 
Being unable to effect a settlement the owners 
filed a bill in chancery in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court to have an apportionment of the 
amounts that each of the different underwriters 
are Ev. It was referred to Master Sherman, 
who report his findings of law and fact. But 
one similar case was ever tried in the United 
States courts. It was that of the steamer Nor- 
wich. She was run into in Long Island Sound 
and a hole made in her side through which 
water reached her furnaces, generated steam, and 
cau fire to be blown into an inflammable 
. The steamer burned and sunk. The fire 
underwriters sought to evade payment, but the 
court held that as the testimony showed that the 
steamer could have been towed into port and re- 
paired at a cost of $15,000 if the fire had not de- 
stroyed her, the loss above that amount was due 
— — fire and must be paid by the fire under 
writers.

MAYOR ROCHE. 
It is two weeks since Mr. Roche was 


elected Mayor of Chicago. Yesterday he 


took the oath of office and delivered his in- 
augural. His term begins, practically, this 
morning. His opening address was manly, 
pertinent, and in excellent taste. His own 
personality was kept in the background and 
an intelligent survey taken of the city and its 
administrative demands, Without boasting 
of the great reforms he was about to work, 
the new Mayor pledged himself once more to 
the policy of enforcing the laws against 
crime and of upholding personal and property 
rights. The reference to- the several de- 
partments showed him to be aman of ideas, 
and practical ones, too. No one canread this 
inaugural without feeling that Chicago’s new 
Mayor has a lével head and a firm grip. 

- Mr. Roche was elected by a larger major- 
ity than any Mayor of this city ever before 
received, and he enters upon his high office 
under peculiarly favorable conditions. A 
thorough-paced Republican, nominated by a 
partisan convention, and never formally in- 
dorsed by the Democracy, his election was 
more than a political triumph, and his Ad- 
ministration, like his election, should rise 
above party lines, in a certain important 
sense, without degenerating into that hypoc- 
risy which puts on civil-service airs in the 
act of making removals for politacal reasons. 
Mr. Roche would have been elected had there 
*been a Democrat in the field against him, 
but by a reduced majority, and he would be 
an ingrate to ignore his political obligations. 
Debts of that kind can be paid without any 
sacrifice of the public interest. 

The office of Mayodr is pecullarly trying. 
The Nation, State, and county have the bene- 
fit of homogeneous rural populations, while a 


large city is a storehouse of all the explosives 


which threaten the stability of our form of 
government. There are special difficulties in 
the way of good goverument in Chicago. It is 
not only à great and rapidly-growing city, 
but a large element of our population is di- 
vided into distinct groups, isolated by diver- 
sity of language. To be a good Mayor of 
Chicago one must be broad-gaged and cosmo- 
politan—able to take in the whole community. 
He must deal not only with many national- 
ities, but many classes and intérests. 

There are two paths to popularity in the 
Mayor’s chair. One lies through the treach- 
erous quicksand of demagogism. However 
skillfully the demagog may cover his tracks 
and play his part, he is sure to end in a polit- 


ical tragedy. He may deceive the unsuspect- 
ing multitude for a long time, but not forever, 


and when his need is the sorest his power 
will be the least. The humiliating failure of 
Carter Harrison’s final attempt to perpetuate 
his own lease of power was a fit ending, and 
may well serve as an impressive warning to 
Mr. Roche and future Mayors of Chicago. 
The other path is the rugged way of single- 
minded devotion to duty. 

It is to be expected that Mr. Roche will 
make some mistakes, but the public confi- 


dently looks to him for a conspicuous display 


of good judgment. The freedom from prej- 
udice and bias which he brings to the 
discharge of his arduous duties is greatiy 
to his advaritage. Practically, his public 
career is all before him. No man ever en- 
tered upon the duties of Mayor of a metro- 
politan city under more favorable auspices. 
The entire Repubiican party of Chicago is 
bound by all the ties of self-interest'to codper- 
ate with him in making a good Aaministra- 
tion, and, on the other hand, the Democracy 
is without the usual temptation of the minor- 
ity to be unfriendly. This double good fort- 
une will be appreciated and rightly used by 
Mayor Roche. 
CITIZEN HARRISON. 

“The King is dead. Long live the King.” 
For thé first time in eight years Mr. Harri- 
son will read his favorit paper, Tun TRIBUNE, | 
this morning as a private citizen, unvexed by 
the cares of office, divested of all Mayoralty 
influence, and irresponsible for the condition 
of the city béyond thé situation in which hé 
has left it. He came into office through the 
divisions of the opposition party and retires 
through the divisions in his own. He has 
been in the habit of claiming elections by 
large majorities. He may also claim defeat 
by the largest majority any Mayor of Chica- 
go ever received. He has had a large, gro- 
tesque, and heterogeneous following during 
his four terms. He retires without any. He 
has saved himself the sorrow of listening 
to rejoicings; at the same time he has re- 
moved the necessity of tears and regrets. 
He came in at the head of the Democratic 
hosts with banners flying and trumpets blow- 
ing. He goes out alone like the last guest 
from the feast. _ 

During these eight years Tun Trisuxe has 
worked hard to hold the Mayor upto his duty. 
It has been an uphill job. It has had 
to scold, to censuré, to call him some hard 
names, to reason with him, to appeal to his 
sense of shame and respect, to rebuke his 
vanity, to wrestle with him valiantly, not in 
a spirit of anger or partisan prejudice, but 
with the hope of making him see the error of 
his course and persuading him to follow a 
policy which would redound to the interests 
of the city and reflect credit upon himself. It 
is needless to say that it has not been thor- 
oughly successful. He has been too firmly 
grounded in his own conceits, too much im- 
pressed with the Napoleonic idea that he was 
the city, and too completely possessed of the 
conviction that he was thé best Mayor Chi- 
cago ever had to have any susceptibility for 
advice, instruction, or warning, and for the 
last year or two Tun Tatrsune has been com- 
pelled to leave him to the impending fate 
which was so darkly foreshadowed two years 
ago. Its blows have always been more 
in sorrow than in anger, and now 
that he has retired to the sheltering asylum 
of home it has ‘no other than kindly wishes 

him; à feeling of sweet contentment, 
shares, that he is no 
longer the head of the city, and a yearning 
hope that by association with good men and 
by making Tun Tarsuxe his guide he will 
spend the remainder of his days as a good

be ‘credited to him on the right side of the 


reckless disregard for the promptings of his 
higher nature Which led him into all sorte of

reputation, and at last, after the manner of 
reckless youth, made him indifferent to the 
esteem of good men and careless how his own 
irresponsibility affected the good name of 
the city abroad. It has been the strange 
case of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde over again, 
though the limitations of the two individuals 
have not always been so strictly defined that 
it was possible to tell when this double char- 
acter was Jekyll and when he was Hyde. 
In the retirement of private citizenship Mr. 
Harrison will discover how easily he can get 
along without the city and how easily the 
city can get along without him. It will be a 
comfort to him that he can shake off his late 
associates, as they have nothing more to 
make out of him. It will be a consolation to 
him that he will still have Taz Tarox for 
his fireside companion. Au revoir, Citizen 
Harrison! Good morning, Mayor Roche! 


‘THE “PERSPECTIVE” OF 1888. 
In their desert wanderings the mugwumps 
have George William Curtis and the New 


York Post as their Moses and Aaron. Both 


have been heard from within a few days, not 
by the way of historical reflections; but of 
foresight. Each has dipped into the future 
as far as 1888. Mr. Curtis foresees the defeat 
of Mr. Cleveland, if not in convention, then 
at the polls. As for being President a second 
term, that is out of the question. No Demo- 
erat, in fact, has any show according to the 
Curtis palmistry. But he is not content with 
being Lord High Executioner to the Mikado 
himself, but proceeds to work off with neat- 
ness and dispatch John Sherman and George 
F. Edmunds. Each isa lump of ice. Mr. 
Sherman “lacks personality.“ The Stalwarts 
would knife him with cheerful unanimity and 
not one in four of the mugwumps would sup- 
port him. As a bid for the independent 
vote his nomination would be an egregious 
blunder. His recent Nashville speech, with 
protection for Southern ores and no word of 
cheer for civil service, seems to have put the 
Ohio statesman beyond the pale of mugwump 
sympathy. A passing kick was given to the 
late idol of the mugwumps, Senator Ed- 
munds. His partisan opposition to the Presi- 
dent’s appointments forfeited his claim to 
their worship. He must now share the fate 
of his brother in the bonds of zero, Mr. 
Sherman. Having thus cleared the decks 
of all past and prospective competition Mr. 
Curtis gracefully, if somewhat reluctantly, 
concedes that James G. Blaine is probably 
the man of destiny, the Andrew Jackson of 
the period, who is to find his first defeat a 
stepping-stone to victory in 1888. 

Without any apparent evidence of concert- 
ed action the New York Post comes out in an 
editorial as frank, if not as personal, as this 
remarkable interview. The Post was called 


out by a pointed question by the Rutiand | 


(Vt.) Herald. Without any hemming or haw- 
ing the Vermont Herald asks the mugwumps 
if they would support “Senator Sherman, 
Senator Allison, Senator Hawley, Senator 
Hoar, or any other strong party man like 
either of them.“ In other words, have the 
mugwumps gone into a far country without 
return tickets, and would it be just as well, 
so far as concerns their votes, to nominate 
Mr. Blaine as any other man of sufficient 
party strength to be so much as thought of 
for the nomination! This practical question 
is accompanied by the philosophical observa- 
tion that it makes a vast difference in the 
shaping of public opinion whether the ex- 
ponents of cértain lines of thought occupy 
attitudes that approach each other in the 
perspective, or whether they are continually 
drawing apart.“ 

Taking its cue from this remark the Post says 
in effect that none of the statesmen, named 
has the power to draw back into the Repub- 
lican fold the stray lambs of 1884. We do 
not mind saying,” it replies, that we have 
not been able to find the converging lines of 
thought which our Vermont contemporary 
seems to take for granted.“ The Post con- 
tinues in this vein: The fates having de- 
“creed that there should be a bolt the mug- 
““wumps have been put into new relations 
“and anew atmosphere.” What does this 
mean if not that the mugwumps will support 
Cleveland as against anybody—Republican or 
Democrat—who can be put in the field against 
him? We believe such is the almost universal 
purpose among the mugwumps of the East, 
where alone are the species sufficiently nu- 
merous to be worth serious consideration. 

It comes to the same thing in both Curtis 
and the Post. Any attempt to placate the 
mugwumps would be folly on the part of the 
Republicans. However much one may dis- 
sent from the steps by which this conclusion 


As reached there can be no question about the 


correctness of the conclusion itself. 

The Post is chary of its reasons for being 
implacably hostile to the Republican party, 
but doés venture upon one excuse worthy of 
special note. The Republican party,“ it 
says, “is certainly more prone than the 
Democratic party to bestow its prizes upon 
rich men merely because they are rich.” 
When did the relentless hostility of 
the Post to rich men and corporations 
first begin to manifest itself? Is it not 
today the favorit newspaper of Wall street 
and the rich man’s organ par excellence! 
Has the Post forgotten that Vanderbilt sub- 
scribed $100,000 to the Cleveland campaign 
fund and that Cleveland’s eiection was the 
triumph of the Standard Oil monopolists, 
two of whom were then Democratic United 
States Senators and one of whose protégés 
has since been given a place in the Cabinet! 
The Presidents of several of our largest rail- 
roads—Forbes, Mitchell, and Hill among the 
number—were liberal in contribution to the 
Cleveland fund. “Bill” Scott is now the 
President’s closest adviser. The Democracy 
has always been the party of two extremes— 
Dives and Lazarus. When it went out of 
power August Beimont was the head of the 
party organization, owing his selection sole- 
ly to the fact that he was the American rep- 
resentative of the Rothschilds. Sam Tilden, 
the idol of the Democracy, was enormously 
rich; so was, and is, Mule Barnum. The 
Post would do well to invent some less ab- 
surd excuse or simply content itself with 
protesting inability to see Republican and 
mugwump lines of thought converging in the 
„perspective“ of 1888.

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Mr. Vilas, the Postmaster-General, was se- 
lected by the President as one of the repre- 
sentatives of civil-service reform.

Of all the partisans in 
the Government service he has been the 
busiest in getting rid of Republicans: He 
has fairly revéled in the work.

& post-office for him. Thousands of Repub- 
lican heads have gone into Stevenson’s basxet. 
Little twopenny offices at remote country 
villages and at lonely cross-roads have not 
escaped. The sweep has been a clean one. 
What hac been the result of the Vilas-Steven- 
son style of reform? Hundreds and thou- 
sands of Democrats have been put into office, 
and upon the official statement of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture hundreds and thou- 
sands of theftsof packages mailed by him 
bave occurred. Is it not time for Bill Springer 
to move an investigation? If a man will 
steal seeds he will steal other things. Thieves 
never confine their operations to one kind of 
plunder. It is not possible that these 
thousands of packages have been taken 
by employés of post-offices whose klepto- 
There may 
have been here and there a Democratic ras- 
cal who wanted a garden at Governmental 
expense, but such wholesale stealing as this 
cannot be explained on this theory. The 
thefts have extended over a wide drea. It 
has been a Pan-Handle job, and if profits can 
be made outof seeds may it not be possible 
that Vilas and Stevenson have packed the 
offices with thieves who are despoiling the 
mails of other valuables? Even if their 
operations are confined to seeds, which dis- 
appear by thousands of packages, is it not 
time either to turn out the rascals or to guard 
the seeds in transit as the Treasury people 
guard their money? The Postal Department 
must be badly demoralized when the Cori- 
missioner of Agriculture has abandoned all 
hope that his mail packages will ever reach 
their destination. If seeds are going at this 
rate it is only a question of time when money 
and all sorts of second and third class mat- 
ter will begin to disappear. 


Tun news from California, published in 
Tun Trisune of yesterday, seems to have 
thrown a flood of light upon the wheat situa- 
tion in this city. It is widely regarded 4s 
confirming the rumors that have been float- 
ing around for over a month past, but which 
few dared to believe, as they thought they 
discerned thé hand’ of P. D. Armour in the 
deal. It is now remembered here that the 
same Dresbach who is said to be operating 
for Mackay and Fiood lost something like a 
million dollars for them two years ago in an 
attempt to corral the freight room in which 
wheat would be shipped from the Pacific 
coast. And this makes people hereabouts will- 
ing to believe that the party has resolved 
upon a monster movement which will not 
only recoup that loss but yield a handsome 
balance in their favor after both accounts 
are reckoned up. At the outset they had in 
their favor the expéctation that a general 
European war would break out with the 
opening of spring, and that is now relegated 
to the domain of the improbable. But an im- 
portant decrease in the wheat acreage of the 
Pacific slope, with a very dry season there 
as well as east of the Rockies, and the ad- 
mission that Western Europe must be a large 
customer for our wheat before next harvest, 
gave them hope and they decided to continue. 
Their scheme is one of mammoth magnitude. 
It involved the buying of wheat in all the prin- 
cipal markets of the United States, as well as 
those of the Old World in which the Califor- 
nia product is offered for sale. How far the oc- 
currence of genial rains over a large part of 
the Mississippi Valley may act towards in- 
ducing a change of plans, or rather an aban- 
donment of them, cannot be said. Perhapsa 
fewdays hence will tell the story. There 
will be a big jubilation on the other side of 
the Sierras if the corner should collapse, as 
it is understood that nearly everybody“ in 
the region around the Golden Gate has sold 
short.to the combine. Should the deal be 
carried through it promises to prove about 
the biggest ever undertaken since Joseph 
had the whole land of Egypt at his mercy 
and sold corn to the people in exchange for 
their personal liberty. 


Tr is stated that one of the reasons why the 
Liberals and Parnellites are so stoutly resist- 
ing the Coercion bill of the Tories and trying 
to put off final action is that they anticipate 
an event in the near future which will com- 
pletely disrupt the alliance between the 
Liberal mugwumps and the Tories. The aged 
Duke of Devonshire is lying seriously ill at 
Holker. He is now in his 79th year, and is 
suffering from an acute bronchial attack.

Ir is apparent on the face of it that the al- 
leged Parnell letter printed in the London 
Times is a forgery. The body of the letter is 
admittedly not in Parnell’s handwriting. It 
is not dated from any place. It is neither 


concise nor grammatical, and Parnell writes 


well and pithily. It purports to have been ad- 
dressed to Patrick Egan, the Treasurer of the 
Land League, with whom Mr. Parnell must 
have been on intimate relations, yet it begins 
with the formal Dear Sir.” The signature 
is not on the same page as the letter, though 
the Times intimates there was ample room 
for it. The Irish members denounce it as a 
forgery, even to the signature, and intimate 
that the author ot the crime is one Richard 
Piggot, who formerly edited an extreme jour- 
nal in Ireland named the Jrishman, but who 
has since sold out to the Tories. The Times’ 
articles on “‘ Parnellism and Crime are said 
to be the joint product of Piggot and Arnold 
Forster, the adopted son of the one-time Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. Even the English 
Tory organs seem to doubt the authenticity 
of the signature.
